Wherever  We  Stand,  We  Stand  with  the  Jewish  People 


This 
month 

MARKS  the 

20-year  anniversary 
of  one  of  the  most 
daring  rescues 
of  the  Jewish 
people  since  the 
Exodus  from  Egypt.  With  the  Ethiopian 
government  close  to  being  toppled,  the 
organized  Jewish  world  responded  to 
rising  concern  for  the  safety  and  security 
of  the  Ethiopian  Jewish  community.  In 
what  is  known  as  “Operation  Solomon,” 
non-stop  flights  of  40  Israeli  aircraft  over 
the  course  of  36  hours  brought  14,237 
Ethiopian  Jews  to  Israel  -  including  two 
babies  who  were  bom  en  route. 

One  of  the  miracles  of  Operation 
Solomon  was  the  way  the  organized 
Jewish  world  mobilized  so  many 
resources  towards  addressing  the  urgent 
needs  of  one  particular  community.  The 
work  of  the  Israeli  government  and  Israel 
Defense  Forces  was  supported  by  the 
collaborative  leadership  and  philanthropy 
of  the  national  United  Jewish  Appeal, 
which  was  the  predecessor  of  today's 
Jewish  Federations  of  North  America 
(JFNA);  by  the  American  Jewish  Joint 
Distribution  Committee  (JDC);  and  by 
the  Jewish  Agency  for  Israel  (JAFI). 
Indeed,  the  ongoing  story  of  immigration, 
settlement  and  absorption  in  Israeli  society 
is  very  much  a  reflection  of  the  arms  of 
the  Jewish  world  working  together  for  the 
greater  good. 


When  Jews  pool  their  energies 
together,  great  things  can  happen. 
Operation  Solomon  is  but  one  example 
of  the  possibility  of  a  united  vision  of 
philanthropy  being  greater  than  the  sum 
of  its  parts.  Whether  it  is  airlifting  a 
vulnerable  Jewish  community  to  Israel, 
marching  up  Fifth  Avenue  to  express 
solidarity  with  Israel,  or  feeding  the  poor 
in  our  own  city,  the  work  of  JFNA  gives 
every  Jew  a  chance  to  express  a  global 
Jewish  commitment  in  a  local  and  deeply 
personal  way.  Our  personal  commitments 
to  organizations  like  JFNA  and  JDC 
signal  a  wide  concern  for  the  condition  of 
Jews  and  for  the  highest  ideals  of  Jewish 
peoplehood. 

Our  obligations  to  the  wider  Jewish 
world  go  hand-in-hand  with  our 
commitments  to  synagogue  and  civic 
life.  I  am  deeply  proud  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue’s  ongoing  relationship 
with  JFNA  and  JDC.  Our  UJA@PAS 
committee  makes  sure  that  this  vital  link 
stays  active  and  creative.  And  while  we 
are  proud  of  their  vision,  we  can  also  point 
to  how  we  at  PAS  are  the  beneficiaries 
of  this  relationship.  Weekly  hours  with 
an  onsite  DOROT  Social  Worker,  Katie 
Weinberger;  involvement  in  social  justice 
projects  through  our  Mitzvot  of  the 
Month;  learning  from  nationally  renowned 
scholars  like  UJA’s  Rabbi  Michael  Paley 
-  we  do  not  have  to  look  very  far  to  see 
the  good  that  UJA-Federation  does  every 
day.  A  special  thank  you  to  Natalie  Barth, 
Emily  Gindi  and  all  the  members  of  the 


committee  for  all  of  their  hard  work. 

This  month  we  have  a  chance  to 
affirm  our  relationship  with  UJA- 
Federation  and  build  on  it.  We  are  deeply 
honored  to  welcome  Jerry  Silverman, 
the  President  and  CEO  of  the  Jewish 
Federations  of  North  America  to  address 
the  congregation  on  Shabbat  morning, 
Saturday  May  14.  Newly  installed  in  this 
position  of  national  leadership,  Jerry  will 
share  with  us  his  vision  for  the  future.

The  following  week,  on  Friday 
evening,  May  20,  we  will  commemorate 
the  20-year  anniversary  of  Operation 
Solomon  during  our  Kabbalat  Shabbat 
services.  Daniel  Sahalo,  an  Ethiopian- 
born  Israeli,  will  speak  to  the  community 
about  the  drama  of  his  own  aliyah  and 
the  ongoing  challenges  of  Ethiopian 
absorption  into  Israeli  life.  In  addition 
to  the  thousands  of  Ethiopian  Jews 
who  reached  Israel  as  part  of  Operation 
Solomon  and  earlier  airlifts,  Ethiopian 
Jews  continue  to  arrive  in  Israel  every 
year.  We  are  grateful  to  the  JDC  for 
bringing  this  exciting  speaker  to  our 
community.  (See  p.  10) 

Finally,  please  hold  June  5  for  the 
annual  Salute  to  Israel  Parade.  As  we  do 
every  year.  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will 
march  proudly  through  the  streets  with 
thousands  of  other  lovers  of  Israel.  On  that 
day,  and  every  day,  by  standing  together 
we  are  saying:  wherever  we  stand,  we 
stand  with  the  Jewish  people.

Remembering  our  Fallen 


This  year  our  Jewish  and 

CIVIL  CALENDARS  line  up 
so  that  Memorial  Day  and  Yom 
Hazikaron  fall  both  in  the  same  Hebrew 
month  and  in  the  same  Gregorian  month, 
a  rare  occurrence.  While  these  two  days 
of  remembrance  are  observed  differently 
in  the  United  States  and  in  Israel 
respectively,  at  their  core,  these  two  days  are  one  and  the  same. 
Each  country  established  a  day  to  honor  the  sacrifices  made  by 
fallen  heroes  protecting  the  freedoms  and  ideals  that  they  swore 
to  defend. 

In  the  United  States,  three  years  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
Civil  War,  on  May  5,  1868,  the  head  of  an  organization  of  Union 
veterans  established  Decoration  Day  as  a  day  for  our  nation  to 
decorate  the  graves  of  fallen  soldiers.  The  first  observance  was 
held  that  year  at  Arlington  National  Cemetery.  Following  World 
War  I,  the  day  was  expanded  to  honor  all  those  who  died  fighting 
in  America’s  wars.  Memorial  Day  was  declared  a  national 
holiday  by  Congress  in  1971  and  moved  from  May  30  to  the  last 
Monday  in  May.  Beginning  with  the  Revolutionary  War  through 
the  current  campaigns  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan,  approximately 
1 .2  million  Americans  have  given  their  lives  for  our  country.  In 
December  of  2000,  the  “National  Moment  of  Remembrance  Act” 
was  signed  into  law.  This  act  encourages  all  Americans  to  pause 
at  3:00  pm  local  time  on  Memorial  Day,  offering  a  moment  of 
silence  to  remember  and  honor  those  who  have  died  in  service  to 
our  great  nation. 

In  Israel  during  the  first  years  after  1948,  those  who  fell 
during  the  War  of  Independence  were  remembered  on  Yom 
HaAtzma’ut.  In  1951  it  was  suggested  that  a  separate  day 


should  be  observed  annually  as  Yom  HaZikaron,  preceding  the 
celebrations  of  Independence  Day.  This  became  the  accepted 
practice  and  was  formally  voted  into  law  by  the  Knesset  in  1963. 
By  now  there  are  over  22,000  fallen,  both  soldiers  and  civilians, 
who  will  be  remembered  on  this  solemn  day.  We  can  each  honor 
their  memories  by  attending  services  on  Yom  HaZikaron  (May 
8/9)  and  reciting  the  words  of  Kaddish  for  those  who  gave  their 
lives  for  the  creation  and  freedom  of  the  State  of  Israel. 

To  better  appreciate  the  sacrifices  of  our  fallen  heroes,  I  turn 
to  an  unlikely  source  -  the  wisdom  of  our  sages.  Following  the 
death  of  Aaron’s  sons,  the  Torah  exclaims  “with  this  only  shall 
Aaron  enter  the  holy  Shrine”  (Fev  16:3).  What  is  the  “this” 
that  the  Torah  is  referring  to?  Our  sages  explain  that  when 
the  High  Priest  enters  the  Holy  of  Holies,  he  has  bundles  and 
bundles  of  righteous  deeds  in  his  arms.  Various  biblical  verses 
are  enumerated  to  indicate  that  the  word  “this”  has  been  used  to 
represent  the  merit  of  Torah,  the  covenant,  Shabbat,  Jerusalem, 
the  12  tribes;  the  list  goes  on.  In  other  words,  the  High  Priest 
did  not  enter  the  Holy  of  Holies  empty-handed,  rather  he  came 
bearing  the  merit  of  our  entire  tradition.  Similarly,  individuals  of 
the  U.S.  Armed  Forces  and  the  Israel  Defense  Forces  approached 
their  own  sacrifices  carrying  bundles  -  bundles  containing 
heroism,  martyrdom,  wisdom,  and  love  of  nation.  It  is  incumbent 
upon  each  of  us  to  honor  their  memory  by  incorporating  the 
attributes  they  carried  into  our  own  lives  -  ensuring  that  their 
memory  will  continue  to  be  a  blessing  for  all  of  us. 

We  will  have  the  opportunity  to  remember  our  nation 's 
fallen  during  Shabbat  services  on  May  28,  as  we  welcome 
Rear  Admiral  Herman  A.  Shelanski,  United  States  Navy  to  our 
congregation.  (See  page  11.)

Dr.  Susannah  Heschel 

Friday,  May  6 

A  Life  of  Moral  Grandeur:  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel 

The  prophetic  and  Hasidic  traditions  of  Judaism  that  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel  wrote  about  and  embodied  in  his 
own  life  are  a  source  of  inspiration  for  Jews  of  both  religious  and  secular  backgrounds.  Dr.  Susannah  Heschel 
will  describe  the  major  elements  of  her  father’s  thought,  as  well  as  his  impact  on  the  Civil  Rights  Movement, 
his  influence  on  Christian  theologians,  and  his  unique  approach  to  Zionism. 

Susannah  Heschel  holds  the  Eli  Black  Professorship  in  Jewish  Studies  at  Dartmouth  College.  Her  scholarship  focuses  on 
Jewish-Christian  relations  in  Germany  during  the  19th  and  20th  centuries,  the  history  of  biblical  scholarship,  and  the  history 
of  anti-Semitism.  She  is  writing  a  book  on  the  history  of  European  Jewish  scholarship  on  Islam  from  the  1830s  to  the  1930s. 
She  is  a  visiting  faculty  fellow  at  the  Center  for  the  Humanities  at  Tufts  University. 


Commemorating  Operation  Solomon

Friday,  May  20  |  6:15  pm  |  During  the  Friday  Evening  Service 

Having  suffered  through  years  of  famine  and  in  the  midst  of  a  civil  war,  thousands  of  Ethiopian  Jews  - 
Beta  Israel,  as  they  call  themselves  -  dreamed  of  making  aliyah  to  Israel.  Beginning  on  May  24,  1991,  over 
a  period  of  36  hours,  with  the  help  of  various  Jewish  organizations,  a  dramatic  airlift  known  as  Operation 
Solomon  brought  14,237  Ethiopian  Jews  to  Israel.  The  transition  has  been  very  challenging  for  them  and 
for  other  members  of  the  Ethiopian-Israeli  community  which  numbers  some  120,000  today.  They  receive 
various  kinds  of  assistance  from  The  American  Jewish  Joint  Distribution  Committee  (JDC)  and  other 
organizations  and  from  the  Israeli  government  to  help  them  integrate  and  thrive  in  their  new  home  country. 

The  American  Jewish  Joint  Distribution  Committee  (JDC)  is  the  world’s  leading  Jewish  humanitarian  assistance  organization. 
Founded  over  95  years  ago,  JDC  works  today  on  behalf  of  North  America’s  Jewish  communities  in  Israel  and  over  70  countries 
around  the  world  to  alleviate  hunger  and  hardship,  rescue  Jews  in  danger,  and  create  lasting  connections  to  Jewish  life.  JDC 
assists  Ethiopian-Israeli  children,  young  adults,  families  and  elderly  through  programs  promoting  education,  life  skills,  job 
readiness,  and  community  strengthening.  To  find  out  more,  visit  www.JDC.org. 

Daniel  Sahalo  is  a  national  coordinator  for  JDC-Eshel  programs  for  Ethiopian  elderly  in  six  cities  throughout  Israel.  Born  in  a  farming  village  in 
Ethiopia,  Daniel  made  aliyah  to  Israel  with  his  family  as  a  five-year-old  child  in  1984.  Because  Jews  were  not  allowed  to  leave  Ethiopia,  their  small 
group  traveled  by  foot  to  the  border  of  Ethiopia  and  Sudan,  walking  only  at  night  for  eight  weeks,  and  facing  robbers,  hunger,  wild  animals,  and  the 
cold  of  the  desert  at  night.  After  waiting  on  the  border  for  a  couple  of  months,  they  were  flown  to  Israel,  where  they  initially  lived  in  an  absorption 
center.  Years  later,  Daniel  served  in  an  IDF  combat  unit  of  the  paratroopers,  becoming  a  lieutenant  and  training  other  soldiers.  He  received  his  B.A. 
from  the  Hebrew  University  of  Jerusalem  and  began  volunteering  with  JDC-Eshel,  which  develops  services  for  the  elderly  in  Israel.

Memorial  Day  Weekend 

Rear  Admiral  Herman  A.  Shelanski,  United  States  Navy 
Saturday,  May  28  |  during  Shabbat  morning  services 

RADM  Shelanski  will  address  the  congregation  briefly  in  recognition  of  Memorial  Day. 

RADM  Shelanski,  a  practicing  Conservative  Jew,  is  the  Commander  of  Carrier  Strike  Group  10.  Based  out  of  Norfolk, 

VA,  this  operational  formation  is  composed  of  roughly  7,500  personnel  working  on  an  aircraft  carrier,  cruiser,  and  seven 
destroyers.  Previously  Shelanski  commanded  USS  Harry  S.  Truman  for  a  seven-month  deployment  to  the  Arabian  Gulf  in 
support  of  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom.  Under  his  command,  the  ship  won  several  awards  for  safety  and  performance.  In  June 
2009,  Shelanski  became  director  of  the  Navy  s  Environmental  Readiness  division.  He  later  serx’ed  as  the  deputy,  Survey  and 
Engagement  Team  on  the  Comprehensive  Review  Working  Group  to  study  the  effect  on  the  military  of  the  repeal  of  “Don ’t 
Ask  Don ’t  Tell.  ”  RADM  Shelanski  will  be  in  the  city  as  part  of  the  2011  Fleet  Week  festivities.  Some  10,000  Navy  and  Coast 
Guard  personnel  attend  this  annual  event;  ships  dock  at  the  piers  on  the  west  side  of  Manhattan  and  are  opened  to  the 
public.

Waldsee  1944 

This  exhibition  features  postcard-sized  works  created  by 
contemporary  artists  from  around  the  world  to  commemorate 
the  deportation  of  Hungarian  Jewry  in  summer  1944.  The  Nazis 
provided  the  deportees  with  postcards  pre-printed  with  the  message 
that  they  were  going  to  Waldsee,  a  fictitious  destination  whose 
name  implies  a  lakeside  Alpine  resort.  In  fact,  they  were  being  sent 
to  Auschwitz  and  certain  death.  The  Jews  were  forced  to  address 
the  postcards  to  family  and  friends,  which  not  only  allayed  their 
fears,  but  also  provided  the  Nazis  with  the  locations  of  other  Jews 
to  be  apprehended.  An  enlargement  of  one  of  the  original,  archival 
Waldsee  postcards  is  presented  in  this  show,  accompanied  by 
contemporary  artistic  responses  that  address  Holocaust  memory.

ASECC  FAMILIES  HAVE  DONE  A  TREMENDOUS 

JOB  collecting  donations  for  Tikkun  Olam  all  year  long. 
Monthly  drives  offered  parents  many  opportunities  to 
explain  to  their  children  the  concept  of  “repairing  the  world” 
and  the  importance  of  performing  mitzvot,  with  emphasis  on  our 
children  contributing  to  children  in  need.

In 
November  there  was  a  Food  Drive  to  benefit  the  Yorkville  Food 
Pantry.  Children  placed  Thanksgiving-related  items  in  the  boxes, 
and  the  delivery  put  delicious  food  on  many  families’  tables.  In 
December  Tikkun  Olam  committee  members  made  their  annual 
trek  to  the  Central  Precinct  to  deliver  bags  of  warm  coats  for  NY 
Cares,  and  in  January  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  received  a  bountiful 
supply  of  toys  for  the  children’s  emergency  waiting  room.
